Thar securities belonging to Beloit 
college and valued at $127.000, which 
were in Ritsher's keeping,disappeared. 
John R. W alsh came to tlu* rescue, 
giving Ritsher 
$27,u00. 
which 
was 
turned over to the coll ego. 
Ritsher 
then gave <i note for $100,000 to the 
college, secured by eighteen 
of 
his 
best friends. 
This note has not been 
paid and the indorsers shortly w ill be 
called upon to settle. 
That, after Ritsher’s law firm had 
done a \asf amount of work on the 
W alsh case, his partners asked if some 
financial return could not he obtained, 
and Ritsher fold them that W alsh was 
"hard up" and could not give them any 
money at the time. 
W alsh, however, 
had paid him a fee of $170,000 and an 
additional fee of $f>u,000, which Ritsher 
concealed from his partners. 
That Ritsher converted to his own 
use the securities given by Mr. W alsh 
to secure the two notes of $25,000. 
That Ritsher absorbed a $15,000 fee 
which Walsh ti ked him to gfvo to 
one of his partners for 
some 
legal 
work the attorney had done outside 
the W alsh ease. 
That 
Ritsher 
“ double-crossed” his 
client, John R. W alsh. 
W hen arrange­ 
ments were made for swearing out the 
writ of certiorari in the Lnited States 
supreme court 
W alsh gave his note 
for $25.000, and with it $50,000 worth 
of 
securities 
as 
collateral. 
At the 
same time he made out a note for $25,- 
000 payable to John S. M iller, another 
of his attorneys, and gave Ritsher $50,- 
OOD worth of securities for the note 
which the attorney was to tarn over 
to Milier. 


B e f o r e Ritsher’s death W alsh knew 
that his lawyer 
was 
involved 
and 
guilty of duplicity, and once he ap­ 
pealed to him to vi.it hint in ihe gov­ 
ernment prison at Fort J,eavenworth.
